pected her to be," 


President McKinley will not decide 


until later in the d-ay whether or not 
he shall go to San Jose. There is- 
possibility of President 
McKinley 


abandoning his proposed tiip in the 
•northwest. Unless there is a radical 
change for the better in Mrs. McKin- 
ley'& condition the piesidential party 
will leave for Washington soon after 
the celebrations in this section are 
over. 
Mi. McKinley is very much 


worried over the condition 
of his 


wife and it is even possible 
that 


many of the functions ai ranged in 
his honor for this week may be post- 
poned or abandoned. 


Secretary Cortelyou has announced 


that if Mrs. McKinley shall continue 
the trip with the president she will 
not, under any chcumstances, engage 
in any of the social functions 
ar- 


ranged for the party, but will remain 
as quiet as possible during the re- 
mainder of the tour. 


Mrs. McKinley, accompanied by the 


president; Miss Barber, Dr. Bixey, 
Secretary Cortelyou and Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry T. Scott, was brought here 
yesterday on a special train from Del 
Monte. Her condition, it is said, is 
not alarming, but complete rest and 
careful nursing for several days are 
thought by her 
physician 
to be 


necessary. The party was taken to 
the residence of Henry T. Scott, and 
•will stay there for several days. 


Mrs. 
McKinley 
has not been in 


good health during the westward 
trip and the long-journey 'hasfatigufd 
her considerably.

leaving New Orleans a bone 
felon 


appeared upon one of her

Tliis, it is said, was brought about 
by the pressure of rings in too strong 
a handclasp during one of Mrs, Mc- 
Kinley's receptions.

CABINET LEAVES DEL MONTE. 


Watsonville, Cal., May 13.—The

Monte on schedule time this morn- 
ing-, in accoi dance with the agree- 
ment reached yesterday before the de- 
parture of President and Mrs. Hc- 
Kinley for Sail Francisco, The orig- 
inal itinerary between Del Monte and 
San Francisco will be followed. Sec- 
retary of State Hay will represent the 
President until the latter rejoins the 
party, 


No advices have been received from 


San Francisco regarding Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley's condition before leaving Del 
Monte this morning, but the tele- 
grams which came to the members 
of the cabinet last night were reas- 
suring and it is believed that after 
a few days of complete rest Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley's health will improve and 
that the itinerary after leaving San 
Francisco will not be abandoned. 


The members of the. cabinet are 


anxious, but not alarmed about Mrs. 
McKinley's illness. They know her 
recuperative powers and believe that 
a week of quiet may restore her to her 
normal condition.

BY 1890 CHALLENGED. 


OVER TWENTY MILE COURSE 


SHAMROCK I. HAD MORE THAN 


FIVE MINUTES LEAD. 


RESULT A DISAPPOINTMENT 


NEW YACHT AT NO PARTICU- 


LAR DISADVANTAGE. 


Weyraouth, May 13.—In weather 


conditions all favorable for a fail- 
trial, with the wind fresh and steady, 
the course clear of all obstructions 
and no tides of any consequence, the 
Shamrock I. today beat Sir Thomas 
Lipton's new boat by five minutes 
and five seconds over a triangular 
course of about twenty miles. 


The only possible disadvantage to 


the challenger was in the fact that 
she used her old main-sail, which 
sits worse sluce the salt bath,of 
Thursday* 
There was no 'discovera- 


ble holding back of the challenger, 
although once or twice 3he pointed 
such a couise as left the suspicion 
that the steersman was not taking 
advantage of every chance* 
There 


is no dooibt the result of today's trial 
was distinctly disappointing to those 
who had pinned their faith to the 
new challenger, and especially as the 
Shamrock I. on the previous spins 
has not shown even equality with the 
new racer on any point of sailing, 
with the exception of running.

rocks yesterday in a hot hazy calm 
which gave little promise of racing 
weather. 
The yachts anchored in- 


side the Portland breakwater. 
Dur- 


ing the night a fresh easterly breeze 
piped up, and early tMs morning it 
was blowing a half gale and a big 
white sea was running outside, 


On the first sign 'of a lull sail was 


made ou both yachts. 
The win'd was 


still hard and fresh and a big sep 
was running outside, but it was de- 
sired to test the yachts in frestti as 
well as fine weather. 
The Shamrock 


I. set her jib header over her fu!3 
mainsail, and the challenger followed 
suit. 
Anchors were tripped shortly 


before midday. 


The leg of tlie course was from the 


Portland Breakwater to the Shambles 
Lightship, the second to White Nose 
Point, an/ thence to tlio point of 
starting* 


The old Shamrock had a length the 


best of the start and held her ad- 
vantage so well that the challenger 
was unable to head her, and the 
gambles Lightship was rounded by 
the Shamrock 1.45 seconds ahead of 
the Shwirock II.

was able for over hidf the course to 
keep the SQmmrock I. "on the weather 
bow of the new boat, and held 'all his 
advantage at the rounding of the 
second mark*

Down the wind the 


two yachts sailed with jib-to-saila 
set, the old boat adding to <her lead 
throughout the sax miles and crossing 
the finish line five minutes before the 
1901 challenger.

way detracts from the value thereof 
as an insurance or immunity against

loathsome disease (smallpox,

the power, potency and virulence of 
disease germs, and even among- those 
of a special group or family, as ttien 
is in the symptoms of the various 
diseases or in the physical charac- 
teristics! of the human race or of a 
single family thereof, 


"The smallpox germ communicated 


to the subject vaccinated is shorn 01 
its varulence and alignancy, but re- 
tains a sufficient vitality to produce 
i constitutional reaction or condition 
sufficient for 
the 
purpose of rni- 


mutity. 


"As the 
delicious 
celery eaten 


every day at our meals is* the product 
of a very acrid, poisonous plant, so 
the vaccination germ Which is in- 
troduced into the circulating current 
of our children is a culture product 
of a very deadly and poisonous germ 
which produces smallpox in its most 
malignant, fatal and contagious 
form, 


"With the culture product of that 


most fatal disease, diphtheria, we are 
today saving that class of cases of 
diphtheria which hereotfore invaria- 
bly died for us.

The graphophone is one of those 


wonders of modern times that has 
come to us through the perfecting 
processes of < evolution. 
The 
first 


talking machine, the phonograph, 
while successful in demonstrating the 
basic scientific principles of sound- 
recording and reproducing by me- 
chanical means, was a failure so far

ir.nical means, was .1 failure so far 
s its everyday use was concerned. 
he process employed in making- the 
tund record was crude, the means of 
•producing the sound when once re- 
irded were elementary, and the re- 
roduction itself was so imperfect as 


i be, in the case of speech or song, 
most unintelligible.

fter years of painstaking- and de- 
rininecl effort in the course of which 
vast amount of-well directed expcri-
